KILLED IN HOME 


Samuel Fisher Dead, Five Per- 
sons Hurt, and Houses 
Wrecked in Twenty- 
fourth Street. 


Fire Follows Blast and Woman 
Leaps from Upper Window, 
but Is Caught by 
Two Men. 


One person was killed and five injured when 
the building at 76 Bast Twenty-fourth street 
was wrecked at 8:30 o’clook last night by 
an explosion of natural gas, cai .d, it is said, 
by leakage, in the tailgr shop of Samuel 
Fisher, at that number. Fisher, who was 
taken unconscious to the Wesley hospital, 
was blown through the side of the house, 
striking the car tracks in Cottage Grove 
avenue, as a cable car was ‘ 

So, great was the force of the explosion 
that the cigar store of T. H. Jones, adjoining 
Fisher's building, was demolished. Mr. Jones 


W. F. Nicholas, who hurried across the room. 
The streets were filed with débris and a 
potted palm was hurled 100 yards by the blast. 


The Dead. 
FISHER, SAMUEL, tallor, 31 years old, taken to 
Wesleyan hospital unconscious, and died at 10 


o’ clock.

Fisher, Mrs. Mary, his wife, 27 years old, severe 
cuts on face and badly bruised; taken to Michael 

Reese hospital. 

Fisher, Moseley, 7 years old, son of Mr. and Mrs.

McWilliams, Miss Bertha, 21 O’Brien street, cut 
while escaping from second story.

Several other persons in the upper stories 
of the house had narrow escapes. Miss Mc- 
Williams leaped from the second story into 
the arms of two men. 


Tells of Noticing Gas Leak. 
Fisher was working at his bench when the 
explosion came. The children had been put 


bors say that they had smelled escaping gas 


the pipes were in a bad condition, and had 
notified the agent of the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company to make repairs. 

“The explosion,” said Nicholas, who was 
in the cigar store, ‘‘ seemed to come in three 
distinct shocks. It was like the rumbling of 
a voleano, or a volley from a battery of rapid 
fire guns. The detonation was heard bloc 
away.” 

Woman Jumps; Is Caught. 

Before the fiying splinters and glass had 
settied, George W. Swift and W. F. Kenny, 
who were in a drug store opposite, regardless 
of the possibility of further explosions, ran to 
the rescue of the injured persons. They 
caught Miss McWilliams, as she plunged 
from an upper window; then carried Fisher 
into the drug store, where Dr. F. F. Malone 
attended him.. The two children, dazed and 
crying, were brought in a moment later. 
They had been found in their night clothes 
in a corner of a bedroom. The boy had just 
gone to bed, and his cousin was on her knees, 
saying her prayers, when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

Engine companies 9 and 16 and truck com- 
pany 4 had been called, and the firemen pre- 
vented the flames which followed the ex- 
.plosion from spreading. The damage is es- 
timated at $2,000. 


House Wrecked; Bird Unhurt. 

The ceiling and walls of the upstairsrooms 
‘were shattered, and every light of glass in 
the three story house was broken. A canary 
bird was found in its cage after the explosion 
unharmed and singing. 

Miss McWilliams gave the following ac- 
count of her experience: ‘I had been sit- 
ting in my room reading, when suddenly 
everything became dark, and with a crash 
the plaster fell from the ceiling. The jar 
caused the furniture to rise from the floor. 
I screamed for help. No answer came. 
Around there was the crashing of glass and 
the shouting of men who had hurried to the 
rescue. Confused, I groped my way to a 
window. where I leaped.” 


Fire Attorney to Investigate. 

Fire Attorney Johnson said last night Mrs. 
White told him a gas inspector had visited 
the Fisher house in the afternoon and had 
removed a gas meter. Attorney Johnson 
said that he knew nothing of the incident be- 
yond the woman's statement, but that he 
would make a thorough investigation. It 
is possible, he said, that the explosjon was 
the result of a defective joining of the pipes.

JOKER IN BREAD LABEL LAW. 


Amended Ordinance Causes the 
Loaves to Shrink. 


SAME PRICE, BUT LITTLE. 


Big : Sticker,” I rotecting Buyer, Held 
to Be Insanitary. 


An innocent appearing and unobtrusive 
ordinance passed by the city council on Oct. 
24, supposedly “in the Interests of the public 
health,” has enabled the bakers of Chicago 
virtually to raise the price of bread In the city 
20 per cent. It still was selling yesterday at 
5 cents, but the size of the loaf had suddenly 
shrunk from a full pound to thirteen ounces 
in weight. 

The much abused bread label is at the bot- 
tom of the bakers’ coup. It was required by 


law to be three inches square on all loaves 
| which were under a pound in weight and big 


enough to warn the unwary purchaser. The 
council by its recent action reduced it to the 
size of a postage stamp “ for sanitary rea- 
sons.”” As a result, all loaves now look alike 
and the buyer is none the wiser when he pays

Make a Thirteen Ounce Standard. 


When the merchant bakers’ association met 

a few days later the members devoted their 
attention to the bread label in its new 
aspect. The outcome of their deliberations, 
it is sald, was an agreement not to manu- 
facture any more loaves of bread weighing a 
pound. The price remained at 5 cents as be- 
fore. 
With the exception of bread made by inde- 
pendent bakers no pound loaves were on sale 
in Chicago yesterday. Each of the new kind 
bore a tag which gave the weight as three- 
quarters of a pound. The label, however, 
was inconspicuous. 


Tells Merits of Little Label. 


J. A. Heusner of the Heusner Baking com- 
pany. a member of the Merchant Bakers’ 
association, expressed his opinion of the little 
label and its consequences last night. 

“The big label was a foe to heaith,” said 
Mr. Heusner, “and it was in the interests 
of the public welfare that the council reduced 


the size.”’ 


“ Does the reduction of the size of the bread 
label permit a virtual increase in the price 
of bread?” 

“In one sense, it practically does. If we 
can sell loaves of bread weighing less than 
a pound for 5 cents there is no reason in mak- 
ing a sixteen ounce loaf. In fact, we have 
abandoned the manufacture of the pound 
loat.””

LONDON EDITORS PICK ROOSEVELT 
AS THE WINNER. 


English People Lack the Keen Inter- 
est Displayed Four and Eight Years 
Age, When Hostility te Bryanism 
Excited Se Much Auxiety, but Close 

‘ Attention Is Being Paid to Day’s 
Centest — Parker Regarded as 
Friendly to England. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The keen interest, al- 
most reaching excitement, which their hos- 
tility to Bryanism aroused in the British 
people on the occasion of the last two presi- 
dential elections in the United States, is en- 
tirely nonexistent today, the British attitude 
being almost wholly one of curiosity. Never- 
theless, the fact that the politics of the 
United States is better reported and better 
understood now than ever before in: this 
country prevents indifference, and all eyes 
are momentarily turned on the election. No 
side is taken, but it is the universal convic- 
tion that President Roosevelt will be re- 
elected. 

Policy to Be the Same. 

The Morning Post imagines that the demo- 
cratic accusations concerning the campaign 
funds will help Parker, but not imperil 
Roosevelt. EXven if Parker is elected, the 
Post does not see the least likelihood of the 
policy which the United States followed for 
eight years being departed from, as the 
composition of the senate will compel him 
to follow the republican line. “The eftc- 
torate, in short,”” the Post says, “js called 
upon to decide whether to change the man 
at the helm without changing the course.” 

The Chronicle says: “ If a change is want- 
ed for the sake of change, there could hardly 
be a better instrument than Parker with 
which to effect ft, but everything indicates 
that the people of the United States will 
confirm the man in possession.’

On the 8th of November, 1904, the voters

They will do so 
after a campaign which on the whole has 
been devoid of interest. The people have 
paid little attention to politics, and busi- 
ness has prospered.. 
On’ the Sth of November, 1864—the day 
that Sherman notified his troops that he 
intended soon to leave Atlanta and set out 
on “along and difficult. march "—the voters 
of twenty-five states gathered at the polls 
choose between Lincoln and McClellan 
and to determine momentous issues. 

There were thirty-six states then, but 
eleven of them were practically out of the 
union and their citizens were fighting with 
‘@ogged heroism to keep out. 

The democratic party had held its na- 
tional convention in. this city and had de- 
clared that “ after four years of failure to 
restore the union by the experiment of 
war” there ought to be immediate efforts 
for “a cessation of hostilities.” Gen. Mc- 
-Clellan, its nominee, repudiated the peace 
plank of his party, but his election would 
have been applauded by Lee’s wearied sol- 
diers and would have saddened Sherman’s 
troops when they reached Savannah later in 
November. ‘The confederates would have 
- taken heart. The union men of the north 

would have been profoundly discouraged. 
They would not have hoped much from a 
ewar conducted by a McClellan government. 

There had been opposition to Mr. Lincoln 
in his own party. Radical republicans, 
claiming that he did not move fast enough, 
had nominated Fremont as their candi- 
date. In July Mr. Lincoln had issued a call 
for 500,000 more men. That meant another 
draft, and drafts were not popular. In the 
summer Mr. Lincoln felt nervous about the 
- pesult of the election. Some of the states 

had failed or had been unable to make ar- 

rangements for taking the votes of the sol- 
diers in the camps. That meant a loss of 

yotes for Lincoln and Johnson. 

After Sherman entered Atlanta in Sep- 
tember there was little duubt among up- 
impassioned people as to the result. Aeit 
turned out McClellan got only three states 
—Delaware, New Jersey, and Kentucky. 
He did not have the “solid south” which 
will swell Judge Parker's vote. 

The campaign was not a dull one, even 
after Atlanta fell. ‘There was little money 
spent, but there were massmeetings, pro- 
cessions, and phrades. There -were no ab- 
stainers from politics in those days. Every 
man, whether republican or democrat, was 
a@ partisan and worked heart and soul for 
his party. There was no need of campaign 
funds then. Men stood at the polls all day 
and worked for the party for love, not for

death and the entombment of her body. She 
was a woman who had stffered cruelly, a 
Mater Doldrosa if ever there was one, hav- 
ing been subjected to cruelties and neglect 
by her husband and having lived to witness 
the tragic death by violence of one son and 
the affliction of the other by Incurable tn- 
sanity. And when we gazed upon that urn, 
which was being borne with so much eccle- 
siastical, military, and courtly pomp to Neu- 
Otting. we could not help thinking of the 
cruel sufferings undergone during many 
years by that royal heart which we knew to 
be floating about in that silver vase full of 
spirits of wine. 2 


The reigning house of Saxony, formerly 
Lutheran, went over to the Roman Catholic 
church at the time when Elector Augustus 
the Strong of Saxony was elected king of 
Poland and became a convert to the Church 
of Rome in order to qualify himeelf for the 
Polish crown. The latter proved an ephem- 
eral dignity; but, notwithstanding its loss, 
the electors of Saxony remained true to the 
Catholic faith and have continued so until 
this day, although considerably over nine- 
tenths of the people of Saxony are strict 
“Lutherans, deeply averse to Romanism and 
keeping jealous and watchful eye upon their 
reigning house to prevent the latter from 
unduly favoring the Roman Catholic church. 

‘The kings of Saxony owe their title of king, 
like the rulers of Bavaria and of Wirtem- 
berg, to the first Napoleon, and were allowed 
ta retain it by the congress of Vienna as a 
reward for having abandoned the French 
emperor and joined the allies when his for- 
tunes began to wane. 


I may adé@ that although the kingdom of 
Saxony is considered abroad as one of those 
petty states of central Europe that have be- 
come merged into what is now known as the 
German empire—states that are bound by 
the march of events to gradually lose both 
their independence and their identity, their 
rulers sinking more and more into the posi- 
tion of mere vassals of the German kaliser— 
yet the house of Saxony is undoubtedly the 
most important of the old world tn these mod- 
ern times, for its members occupy nearly a 
dozen of the thrones of Europe—namely: 
those of Great Britain, of Portugal, Belgium, 
Bulgaria, Saxe-Weimar, Saxe-Altenberg; 
Saxe-Meitningén, and Saxe-Coburg. All 
these rulers bear In addition to their other 
titles that of duke of Saxony, as doesalso the 
kaiser. Bound together as they are by ties 
of kingmanship and of dynastic policy, it will 
readily be seen that in this manner the house 
of Saxony possesses a prominence in the so- 
called concert of nations that is quite out of 
proportion to the relatively insignificant 
kingdom of Saxony. 

The new king of Saxony is devoted to 
sport, resembling in this respect his uncle, 
old King Albert. The latter, like all famous 
Nimrdé@s, was supefstitious. Among other 
things he made a point:of never saying 
*‘ good-morning’’ on the days devoted to 
shooting; at least not unil the sport was 
over, and it was sometimes trying to one’s 
gravity to see him press the’ hand of his 
crony, Emperor Francie Joseph, or that of 
any other of the companions of his’ shoot-. 
ing expedition, in solemn silence, convinced 
that if he uttered one single word of greet- 
ing the entire morning’s sport would be 
spoilt. 

, 

Although Gladstone was wont to declare 
that the reigning prince of Montenegro was 
the most enlightened and culturéd prince in 
all Europe and Emperor Alexander. pro- 
claimed the monarch of the Black moun- 
tains to be the only friend upon whom he 
could rely, one learns every now and again 
of mysterious tragedies at Cetinje which 
savor of the orient and which give rise to 
doubts as to whether the culture of the prince 
is more than skin deep. 

Thus, just at the present moment extraor- 
dinary excitement reigns throughout Mon- 
tenegro in connection with the mysterious 
death on Oct. 2 of young Milosh Sholayich, 
the popular minister of justice, who suc- 
cummed to arsenical poisoning within forty- 
eight hours after a violent dispute with his 
sovereign. Radical in his political convic- 
tions, suspected by the prinee of being the 
secret head of the Montenegrin reform party, 
he brought matters toa climax with the prince 
by @emanding from him that the political 
suspects who are crowding the Montenegrin 
prisons should either be placed on trial at 
once or élse set free. The prince refused to 
do either the one or the other, declined toac- 
cept the minister's resignation, but dis- 
miseed him angrily from his presence. Forty- 
eight hours later the man was dead by means 
of arsenica] poisoning and fully half of the 
population, imbittered against the prince, 
who is becoming more and more unpopular, 
lay the death at,his door. 


This is not the first time by any means that 
stories of this kind have been circulated 
about the prince, especially in the Viennese 
newspapers, wilich are subject to so stfict a 
censorship on the part of the government 
that when charges of this character are al- 
lowed to appear in print they are regarded as 
having a sort of semi-official indorsement. 
In particular there was the tragic fate of 
that young Montenegrin, who for a number 
of years hed been the prince’s favorite pri- 
vate seccretary gnd who claimed to be his 
natural son. 

On the other hand, the prince is such a 
genial, jovial gentleman and so tremen- 
dously hospitable that one finds tt difficult to 
believe the tales that are told about him by 
the many political refugees from ‘his princi- 
pality and throughout Austria,

The girl determines to obey her moth- 
er’s last trust, that the daughter should show 
her father all the respect and love she could 
give him. And because the daughter is of a 
more determined build than her mother she 
neither breaks her heart nor bends her will 
to that of the old tyrant. In the end it is he 
who, being ruined, is broken and subdued. 
Other characters have an equa] importance 
in the book, and the love story has a more 
prominent position than that just related.

HANGS FROM BATTLESHIP MAST 
Hundreds of Persons See a Philadelphia

A Kansas City mes- 
sage to Logan-Bryan said: “ Jist saw re- 
ports from about thirty-five stations in Okla- 
homa and Kansas. Dry ‘weather in Okla- 
homa becoming serious. No reports of fly 
in Oklahoma. Southwest Kansas complain- 
ing of dry weather; also a number of fly 
complaints. Northern Kansas reports say 
crop looking fine; rain not badly needed.” 
The Central Granaries company of Lincoln, 
Neb., wired Bartlett-Fragler: “ Prof. Bruner 
of the University of Nebraska says that fly 
has done more or less damage south of the 
Platte from Hastings’ to the westerh line of 
the state." The York Roller mills, York, 
Neb., wired: ‘“‘ Have examined our wheat 
fields and find a great deal of damage done 
by Hessian fly. This is the first time in the 
history of the state that we-have been both- 
ered by fly. Looks now like two-thirds of 
the wheat fields will have to be plowed up. 
Damage fust developed this week. Present 
crop two-thirds out of farmers’ hands.”’ 


Some gulf exporters and speculators who 
counted on a big and early movement of new 
corn or else a late rush from the remnant of 
the .old crop, and sold corn to the other side 
for November shipment, have been covering 
these sales at a loss for some time, and their 
demand has cut out any chance of doing ex- 
port business to Europe for the time being. 
One house with 250,000 bu corn at Galveston, 
some of which was bought as low as 4c under 
Chicago December, sold several lots yester- 
day at Sc over, or S4c f. o. b. steamer Gal- 
veston. The best bids from the other side 
direct for November shipment were 2c under 
the figure that shorts were willing to pay.

Decrease Not Due to Bad Banking 
Practices, but ‘to Duliness in Money 
Demand — Rates Have Averaged 
More than 1 Per Cent Below Last 
Year—Considerable Activity Shown 
in American Can Shares—American 
Cotton OU-—Financial Notes. 


It is increasingly evident. that Chicago 
banks will be unable to make the showing of 
earnings which were so gratifyingly large 
last year, The fact that profits will be much 
less than in 1908 will not be attributable to 
the management of the institutions, There 
has been-no rate cutting or bad practice in- 
dulged in to reduce the cost of loans. There 
Was one exception to this rule, but that in- 
stitution is now out of business. The smaler 
profits will be a direcg result. of the lessened 
demands for funds due to dullness in general 
business. 

The first three months of the current year 
were fairly good. Since that tinte it hag been, 
as one banker put it, “a fight to get living 
rates.”" One year ago money loaned at 54@ 
6% per cent. The rate now is fuljy 1 per cent 
lower. A rough illustration of what a differ- 
ence of 1 per cent may mean in profits is af- 
forded by the case of a bank having, say, 
$40,000,000 deposits, One per cent on this 
amount of loanable funds amounts to $400,- 
000, being a reduction in net profits to that 
extent. The expense of conducting the bank, 
includi taxes, salaries, insurance, etc., is 
fixed. It requires the same expenditure to 
lend money at 4 per cent@s at 5%. It is true, 
of course, that all deposits are not loaned, 
The national institutions carry at least 25 
per cent of the deposits in cash in vaults. 
There is another 15 per cent of floating funds. 
The cash in vaults, plus 15 per cent, consti- 
tutes cash resources of approximately 40 
per cent. . 

A bank with $31,000,000 deposits and §$2,- 
0V0,000 capital in losing profits of $400,000 
would show a difference of 15% per cent in 
earnings. But suppose that only 60 per cent 
of. the $40,000,000 were loaned, the decrease 
in profits on the basis of 1 per cent lower in- 
terest rates would be $186,000, or 9.4 per cent 
on the capital stock of $2,000,000, In the case 
of the largest bank in Chicago, the First 
National, a difference of 1 per cent in inter- 
est rate on the basis of 60 per cent of the de- 
posits being loaned would me&n 7 per cent on 
the capital stock of $8,000,000.
